Board Secretary Harvey reported 
a telephone conversation with a representative of the New Jersey 
School Boards Association on March 4, 1982 advising Boards not to 
reduce budget appropriations in the amount of this reduction. This 
position is supported by the New Jersey Association of School 
Administrators (NJASA). 


Options for the Board suggested by the New Jersey School 
Boards Association included: 


1. Proceed with full State Aid as anticipated. If the 
State Aid is not restored, the budget will have to 
be reduced in the future. 





2. Anticipate reduced State Aid and increase the local 
tax levy. In this case, if funds are later restored 
by the State Legislature, the Board would receive the 
full amount of State Aid. The anticipated local tax 
levy would than result in a surplus balance, which 
would have to be applied to the following year's 
budget. 


Mr. Harvey explained that written confirmation of his discussion 
with NJSBA is expected shortly. 


The Board Secretary determined that March 17, 1982 will be the 
final decision date for Board action on the 1982-1983 budget. 


Superintendent Morris reviewed possible professional staff 
reductions which the Board might consider if required to reduce the 
proposed budget. The Board considered worksheets C-2 and C-4. A 
worksheet from a staff conference on March 4, 1982 outlining possible 
reductions totaling $354,180. was reviewed. 


President Taffet recommended the Board defer further action on 
the budget reduction until a formal directive was received from the 
New Jersey School Boards Association.

President Taffet congratulated Board member Kenneth Greene for 
the excellence of his service during two terms of office and stated 
that this would be his final Board meeting. She thanked him for his 
outstanding efforts and the quality of his accomplishments as a 
member and Vice President of the Board. Her sentiments were echoed 
by Mrs. Hutchison, Mrs. D'Angelo and Sister Kenny. 


President Taffet also complimented Board member Leonard Laricha, 
unable to attend this meeting because of illness, for his devoted 
work on behalf of the school children of Bloomfield during his terms 
as a Board of Education member. 


At 9:00 p.m., a brief summary of the 1982-1983 school budget 
was made. This presentation was made by Mrs. Taffet, Mr. Morris, 
Mr. Sutton and Mr. Pellegrino. 


The meeting was then opened to public questions. A number 
of interested citizens expressed their concerns to the Board about 
the recommendation made in the Citizens Advisory Report to the 
Board that South Junior High School be closed for reasons of 
economy. Mr. Faul Perillo acted as the spokesman for a number of 
parents present. He detailed several reasons for supporting the 
continued operation of South Junior High School and presented the 
Board with 377 copies of a letter dated March 17, 1982 signed by 
school parents or interested citizens, voicing this support. A 
number of other persons present echoed Mr. Perillo's sentiments. 
President Taffet explained that the Board had not considered the 
closing of South Junior High School and has no plan to do so at this 
time. She stressed that the Board will not take action harmful to 
any school child in Bloomfield. She thanked Mr. Perillo for his 
effort and for the letter presented for Board consideration. 


Mr. Roth voiced concern about the north vs. south sentiment 
expressed by one speaker and stressed that only what is best for all 
of the children in Bloomfield, regardless of where they reside, is 
considered by the Board in making decisions. 


Mr. Greene reassured the public that the location of a Board 
member's residence has no bearing on the decisions made by the Board 
and that every issue is seriously studied and considered regardless 
of which school may be involved. 


Sister Kenny reviewed for the public the need for the Master 
Plan for Educational Facilities, prepared by the consulting firm 
of Englehardt and Englehardt. She stressed that the Board and the 
Administration will be very careful in all decisions in the future, 
as they have in the past, to avoid the neglect of children. She 
assured the public that the Board would not treat children badly. 


Mr. Perillo stated that his group was opposed to the Citizens 
Advisory Committee recommendation only, not to the Board, its members 
nor the budget. 


Mr. Harney stated that he was not in favor of closing schools. 
He explained the manner of calculating the functional capacity of a 
secondary school. 


Mr. Perillo suggested that school budget defeats in the future 
might force the closing of a school. Mr. Harney, in recalling the 
closing of Brookside School, stated that such a position was regarded 
as not fair; that the children come first and that regardless of 
success or failure of future budgets, Boards must avoid taking out 
bitterness on children. 


Additional comments were made in support of the continued opera- 
tion of South Junior High School. 


President Taffet thanked the Home and School Association of 
Carteret School for its hospitality and thanked all those in 


attendance at tonight's meeting. 


There being no further business to come before the Board, 
this meeting was adjourned at 10:25 p.m.

PROPOSED REVISION 


Attendance 


The Board of Education requires that the pupils enrolled in the schools 

of this district attend school regularly in accordance with the laws of 
this State. The educational program offered by this district is predi- 
cated upon the presence of the pupil and requires continuity of instruction 
and classroom participation. The regular contact of pupils with one 
another in the classroom and their participation in a well-planned 
instructional activity under the tutelage of a competent teacher are 

vital to this purpose. 


Attendance will be required of all students enrolled in the schools during 
the days and hours that the school is in session unless it is shown to 

the satisfaction of the Board that the mental condition of the student is 
such that he/she cannot benefit from instruction or that the physical 
condition of the student is such as to prevent attendance at school. ALL 
absences occasioned by the observance of the student's religion on a day 
approved by the Board as a religious holiday, shall be excused, and no 
student so excused shall be deprived of an award or eligibility to compete 
for an award or the opportunity to make up a test, try out for an activity 
or select a course/program. 


In accordance with statute, the Board shall require from the parent of 

each child or from an adult student who has been absent from school or 

from class for any reason a written statement of the cause for such 
absence. The Board reserves the right to verify such statements and to 
investigate the cause of each absence. The Board may report to appropriate 
authorities infractions of the law regarding the attendance of students be- 
low the age of 16. 


Elementary School 


Excessive absence without just cause shall be brought to the 
attention of the Office for Pupil Services and the Superintendent 
of Schools. 


Secondary School 
Review Panel 


An attendance review panel shall be established in each 
school to review individual cases when absences exceed the 
attendance requirement. The Review Panel will make 
recommendations to the Building Principal. Consideration 
will be given when student illness is a contributing factor. 
Documented proof of illness may be required. 


Absenteeism 


Pupils absent in excess of eight (8) days during a one (1) 
semester course or sixteen (16) days during a full year 
course (excluding approved religious holidays, approved 
school related activities, approved personal emergencies, 
and death in the family) are not qualified to receive the 
assigned credit for that course. 


The student's permanent record shall indicate WF (With- 
drawn Failing), and no credit shall be earned. 


Class Cutting and Truancy 


Students who are absent from class without authorization 
while being in attendance on the day of that class absence 
shall be referred to the main office for cutting class. 

(A total of three (3) cuts in a course shall result in 
permanent removal from that course--with no credit earned 


for that subject.) Pupils accumulating three (3) cuts in a 
course are not qualified to receive the assigned credit for 
that course. Students who are truant (absent from school 


without authorization) will receive cuts in each class missed 
that day.

Mr. Sutton reported the results of a survey made in 1977 which determined 
the only friable asbestos in the Bloomfield was ceilings in the boiler rooms 
at Carteret, Forest Glen, Franklin, Oak View and Watsessing schools. He ex- 
plained that as a result of having attended an all day training program on 
"Asbestos Risk Assessment, Removal and Handling" conducted by the New Jersey 
State Safety Council on June 30, 1982, a re-inspection of these 5 buildings 
using the new EPA rules would be conducted and the results reported to the 
Board. 


Details of a proposed revision in the attendance policy were discussed. 


The next meeting date of the Board was established for July 19, 1982.
